Ownerless in Lo ndo n Museum. 
Is 


London, April 17.— A motlter of 
pearl ikon, of the “ Lord’s Last Sup­ 
per,’ almost identical to that pre­ 
sented to the Emperor of Russia, b y 
the Sultan of Turkey, as a peace of­ 
fering at the outb reak of the late 
war with Italy, is In London aw ait­ 
ing a claimant. 
It was destined for 
King George, hut b ecause it is not 
an official gift It cannot he presented 
to him. and, since no one else has 
a right to accept it, the ikon remains 
without a-m aster. 
The history of the 
ikon 
b egan 
when Italy cast cov etous 
eyes 
on 
Turkey’s 
Tripolitan 
possessions. 
The Sultan in need of friends, de­ 
termined to 
tu rn 
to his powerful 
neighb or on the north and in true 
Oriental fashion decided to accom­ 
pany his ov ertures with a gift. 
He 
ordered the Kob i, an Arb anian trib e, 
celeb rated for its mother of pearl 
work, to 
make an ikon 
of the 
“ Lord’s Last Supper,” for presen­ 
tation to the Russian Emperor. 
It 
was no small order, for the mother 
of pearl had to b e carried a twelv e- 
day camel journey into the interior 
from the seashore. 
While the trib e was at work on 
the ikon, one of its memb ers, who 
haq serv ed with the Brithish army 
paid a v isit to hjs old home, 
and 
when he saw what was b eing done, 
he insisted that it would 
b e 
the 
grossest dicourtesy to his royal mas- i 
ter, if such a gift was not made to 
King George. 
The only difference 
b etween the two is that the Rus­ 
sian gift is surrounded b y 
the im 


relief in solid mother of pearl. 
The 
work is v ery complete, 
ev en 
the 
smalest tab le utensils in mother of 
pearl, 
occupying 
their 
ordinary 
place on the tab le. 
The workman­ 
ship is exquisite and the design ex­ 
cellently done. 
It is prob ab le that Maude 
if no means can b e found for deliv ­ 
ering the ikon to the King, it will 
find a resting place in some London 
museum.

Washington, April 17.—Before the 
threat of action b y the naval and 
military forces of the United States, 
Vietoriano Huerta, dictator of Mexico, 
has surrendered. 
He has agreed to a 
formal salute of 21 guns for the Ameri­ 
can flag, making the sole condition 
that the salute b e returned. 
This con­ 
dition, according to what was said b y 
President Wilson, will b e accepted. In­ 
formation 
to 
that effect 
has 
b een 
cab led to Charge d’Affaires O’Shaugh- 
uessy, who will convey it to President 
iluerta. 
Thus, except for the cere­ 
mony itself, the Tampico affair is at 
an end. The date of the salute lias not 
b een determined. 
The offer and its acceptance relieved 
the tension b etween this government 
and the H uerta regime. W hen the sa­ 
lutes are fired at Tampico b y the Mexi­ 
can forts and the American warships 
the “Tampico incident” will b e closed. 
There will b e no recognition of the 
Iluerta regime, however. 
The United 
States will continue to remain neutral 
as regards the Mexican federals and 
ri b els, b ut the American fleet in Mexi­ 
co n waters will b e strengthened, al­ 
though many of the warships ordered 
to Tampico and now on the way will 
b e recalled. 
Bryan Gets Night Reply. 
Secretary Bryan conveyed the W ash­ 
ington 
adm inistration’s 
attitude to 
C'harge O ’Shaughnessy, who is in the 
-'ity of Mexico, presumab ly for pre­ 
sentation to President H uerta. 
Dis­ 
patches came to the state departm ent 
later from the Mexican capital, b ut 
the offici&'.s would not indicate whether 
.hey were from Mr. O’Shaughnessy. 
In the day's developments it sp­ 
iv a red that Germany a n d ,F ra n ce ex­ 
erted pressure on General H uerta to 
induce him to comply with the Ameri­ 
can demand for a salute to the flag, 
working through their am b assadors in 
\VashlngtGn and the City of Mexico. 
Hie ceremonies of interchanging the 
national salute will b e simple. 
The 
Vlcxhans will run up the Stars and 
3trip.ee on the m ainmast of one of 
heir gunb oats, or, if the gunb oats are 
;ot at Tampico, on the flagstaff of the 
fort. 
A salute of 21 guns will then b e fired 
b y a Mexican saluting b attery. 
As the last shot b ooms the Stars 
and Stripes will b e hauled down and 
i t the m ainm ast of the United States 
iispatch b oat Dolphin the national 
•dandard of Mexico will b e b roken out. 
The Dolphin’s saluting gun will then 
repeat the 21-gun salute of the Mexi­ 
cans 
in 
acknowledgment 
of 
the 
apology. 
During the ceremony the officers of 
b oth services will stand at attention. 
Mayo Pledged Return Salute. 
General H uerta’s offer to salute the 
flag and request for a return salute 
caused President Wilson to ask for an 
opinion from the counselor of the state 
lepartm ent and navy departm ent offi­ 
cials. 
All reported that it was the in­ 
evitab le custom in naval practise to 
return a salute and cited precedents. 
The president was lnformd also that 
Rear Admiral Mayo on making his 
original demand for a salute agreed to 
fire an acknowledgment. 
Mr. Wilson said the return of a sa­ 
lute under such circumstances did not 
involve recognition of the H uerta gov­ 
ernment, b ut was merely an act of the 
same character as grasping the hand 
of an individual who was apologizing 
as he extended it. 
Precedent for Return Salute. 
As one precedent for returning a sa­ 
lute the state departm ent turned to 
the case of the French consul at San 
Francisco, who was taken b efore a 
local court in 1854 in violation of a 
treaty. France demanded a salute and 
an apology. 
A compromise was reached b y which 
a French fleet was sent to San Fran­ 
cisco, and the French colors were sa­ 
luted b y the American shore b attery. 
The salute was then returned b y the 
French flagship and the incident was 
closed. 
While the president declared the fir­ 
ing of the salute would close tin? Tam­ 
pico incident, It will have no particular 
b earing on the general Mexican policy 
of the administration. O ther offenses, 
such as the arrest of a mail orderly 
at V era Cruz, have b een apologized for 
and the United States will continue its 
position of neutrality as b etween the 


two factions contending for the mili­ 
tary supremacy of the southern repub ­ 
lic. 
Incidentally, the president, as well 
as Mr. Bryan, in conversations on the 
situation generally, drew attention to 
official reports they had received prais­ 
ing General Villa and the constitution­ 
alists for their treatm ent of prisoners 
and foreigners in the b loody b attle at 
Torreon. Not a foreigner was injured, 
said official reports from witnesses. 
Congress Approves Plans. 
H uerta’s offer was received in con­ 
gress generally 
with approval, and 
memb ers familiar with international 
precedents agreed that a return salute 
from American guns could n^t b e re­ 
garded as recognition of the H uerta 
iTigime or in any wise as b eneath the 
dignity of the United States. 
Senator Lodge, ranking Repub lican 
memb er of the foreign relations com­ 
mittee, who had said early in tho day 
that to return the salute \wpuld nullify 
the effect of the apology, withdrew his 
criticism after a telephone conversa­ 
tion with Secretary Bryan. 
The M assachusetts senator was in­ 
formed that rava l officers and those 
familiar with precedents knew of no 
case where a salute was not returned 
and that, moreover, the statem ent that 
the salute would b *- returned was in­ 
cluded in R ear Admiral Mayo's orig- 
iiinl demand. 
Mr. Lodgo then said he had b een 
mistaken, and expressed the hope that 
the custom in euch cases would b e 
made clear to the country. 
Shively Favors Return Salute. 
When Senator Shively, acting chair­ 
man of the foreign relations commit­ 
tee, 
visited 
the 
White 
House 
lie 
learned from Secretary Bryan of the 
proposal 
from 
General 
H uerta 
to 
yield to the American government. 
Tho Indiana senator, who had care­ 
fully studied all the possib ilities in 
the situation, was quick to agree that 
tho United S tates government could 
not refrain from answering the Mex­ 
ican apologetic guns. 
When b esieged b y senators at the 
capitol 
later, 
Mr. 
Shively 
assured 
them that a return s.white was in ac­ 
cordance with Go nuiti-..ml custom. 
Some Senators Warlike. 
During the executive session the 
senators discussed the Iluerta posi­ 
tion informally, and it was agreed 
that the United 
States should 
not 
quib b le over returning the salute, b ut 
some senators were inclined to the 
view that the advance request from 
H uerta for a return of the 
salute 
should ho ignored 
Discussing the prob ab ility of allow­ 
ing some of the ships now en route to 
Mexican w aters to proceed regard- 
ness of the acceptance of H uerta's 
offer, m any memb ers of congress ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the adm inis­ 
tration proposed to 
keep 
a 
firmer 
b and on the situation in the future 
and that further reasons for vigorous 
action might develop at any time. 
Americans Are Safeguarded. 
It appeared, however, that within 
less than forty-eight hours after P res­ 
ident Wilson ordered 
the 
Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets to Mexican w aters 
and informed General H uerta that un­ 
less a salute was fired to atone for 
repeated offenses against the dignity 
of the United States there would b e 
serious consequences, the future safe­ 
ty of American int<*rests in Mexico 
was assured. 
As the storm clouds lifted and a 
wave of satisfaction spread through 
official headquarters, President Wil­ 
son arranged to go to W hite Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., for the week-end and 
Secretary Bryan, who is ill, planned 
to 
take 
his 
long delayed 
trip 
to 
Miami, Fla. 
Relax on Ousting Huerta. 
For the present at least the adm in­ 
istration has no intention of taking 
any further drastic m easures to force 
Huerta to resign as president of Mex­ 
ico. 
It is admitted generally 
that, 
even If H uerta does order the firing 
of the salute demanded b y the United 
States, the general situation in Mex­ 
ico will not b e improved. 
According 
to recent reports to the state depart­ 
ment conditions in Mexico are still 
b ad, b oth from an economic and a 
social poirt of view. 
T he constitu­ 
tionalist troops under General Villa 
have made further captures and are 
steadily advancing southward, and if 
not checked w ill soon b e within strik­ 
ing distance of Mexico City,

101 degrees Fahrenheit, so o n falls to 
the tem perature o f the atmo sphere.
